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This section describes the basics of the SAVER interface. Common SAVER
operations are described in chapter 5.

The primary goal of the SAVER interface is to give the average user a quicker
means of accessing and using maps and data in ArcView. Most users will need to
know a few things about ArcView, but they will not need to learn how to deal with
ArcView query structures or the steps necessary to deal with complex operations.

The crash data is gathered from the investigating officer’s Report of Motor Vehicle
Accident filed by lowa law enforcement agencies. The enforcement data is
gathered using TraCS. Background data is from the lowa DOT base maps and
other sources.

NOTE: Due to the nature of the information gathering, reporting, and
transcription, some of the data is incomplete or inaccurate.

ArcView® is software sold by ESRI for high-end geographic information system
users. You must have this software package in order to use SAVER.

One project file is included with every release of SAVER, named in the manner
described in chapter 1.

The User User defaults include information about the user and his or her preferences that is

Defaults stored by SAVER. This information includes details about the user and agency-
related details. The other default, font print size, controls the size of the printed
text. This information is included in the reports generated by SAVER.

There are two categories of defaults. Refer to the table below:

Type of Default Description

System Default The system default is set once. This information will
automatically be used whenever reports are generated.

Session Default The session default can be set for the current SAVER
session. This value is used when reports are generated for
that session of SAVER.

NOTE: You would only use a session default if you

needed to change name, address, or some other
default information for a particular report.

The Defaults window is shown at the right. The
available options are described below.

Option Description

Print Font Size Setting this default allows the user to select either a small,
medium, or large font size for reports. This is governed
mainly by screen resolution. Smaller resolutions, for
example, work well with “small”.

Analyst This default includes the name of the analyst as well as his
Information or her title.

Agency This default includes the name, office, and address of the
Information analyst’s agency.
